Dus of the Canadian raoifio Railway 
■honid be floalty /and irrevocably fizud 
at'EaqQimalt. Bat it was not long before 
reaaoo aiid oominoD eenso reaamed tlieir 
■way. The triurapti ot unrenson and dama- 
gogueism was only lor a d«y ; and it is 
wortby of remark tbal iho ring-leader, the 
Terj man wbo appealed to the coruiitu«n-

Paris, February 25, 1871. 
Paris ia sadly changed — the heart seems to 
bo cut out of tbe city. Oompared with July 
last the city is a desert. Tbe iohablianta are 
moro'tbaa gorrawful,>^oa8l|-ipot of what they 
bavo sufrercd, -b|i|^i9n|i't ;U( lWjinbj«ot with a 
sigh. There is .la^eoepttve^ nratige calm in 
tha city, nn cxhaaalion followicg on the fever, 
pcrhH>)3, but not tba symptom of fnture trnnt 
i[iiiliiy. 

Having arrived at Abbeville the Prussians 
were busily occupied receiving tho instalments 
of the rauaom loviod on tho town, which was 
d.'Bputod b}' tho people aa a violation of tho 
treaty of Vuraaillej. Tho only consolation 
given was that tho payments would bo placed 
to tbo credit of tho general expenses of tho 
war. .7 

A few miles oDtaide of Amisns the first evii 
donees of deatruetion-are - met withi.. TeU- 
yrniih posts knocked over and tlia wires in 
every variety of twiat. Tbe train cooiiiianceB 
to pick its steps--.we^ cross a; deep, yawaing 
strcamj the water of-irbfoh-rtisbes madly in a 
foam, and are soon oveirthe fralNlooking wood 
work^ while engineera bolovr strain their eyea 
to observe tho teat of tho temporary bridge. 
At .Vmiens tho elation swarms with Prussians, 
all smoking ; on tho platform a few saddled 
cavalry horses btand. Clermont is a wreck, 
tho goods stores a mess of ruioa and not an 
entlru pane of glass anywhere. Creil baa not 
much BuQ'erud, bat this celebrated junction is 
doadaess itself. Tbe food trains for Paris bare 
take tbe Obantilly route— tbe viadnot baiog 
blown np tha oarriages pass one by one dqijn 
an Incline and over the river by a ^ootqea 
bridge, and up tlio stesp to where tbo,periBa* 
neot way is regained. Our traia braticbes off 
by Pontoiau. On reaching the river the pas- 
sengers (lodconil, every one carrying his or her 
lugi^Ago i'l order lo gain another train, which 
neceesitMes w^ilkiii;,' a abort distonco aud 
paasing the boat bridge. On approaching 
.\loiumorcncy and Eogbien the dovastation ot 
war is but too real. Wbat mansions remain 
aro gutted,, aod not a soul to be seen ia the 
vast expanse of ruin. The beautifal lake of 
Bogbion tbat cuald nut bo seen by any chance 
Irom tba station la coasequence of tbe charm- 
tag villas nestled in arbors and plantations, is 
t(om tbe railway to its borders as bare as a 
billiard ball — the very stoDSs of the honsei 
dsstroyed look to have beun taken away. The 
locality recalls to luind what mast be tbat 

' lake who.sfl dreurf iboro 
.^kylurk iitt'er warblts o'er.' 

Tbo only mansion intact, standing like an 
oasis in tbo dusert, is Ih'it of tho ex-Emperor's 
cousin, tbe Princess iUtilda, ordered to bo 
spared by tbe K.\a^ of Prussia, so tbat it is 
to some aavantage lo bare a place in the 
Almaaach de ffotha, 

Railing up to St Deuis, the same belt of 
destruction oontinuesi Trees felUd, bouses 
toppled over, manafactories Bcattered, bage 
boilers here, massive inacbinery tbere, banks 
nf earth with gun embraiures everywhere. 
Tbo tort of St Denis baa not snfTered much 
— Here and IbeTO huge elicea of masonry 
have been carried away, but lha entrance has 
been severely pitted. Tbe town proper does 
not display tlio icarks of severo punishment 
and the German soldiers represented the only 
animation to bo absorbed. After twenty min- 
utes stopping al St Deuis, till tba Prussian 
Cotnmaader bad fiaisbeii his dinner, he at last 
|)iit in aa appearance, and after glancing at 
tbe paaseagers, .Concluded tbey wera sufBci.. 
ently scared' and hnmiitated, be ordered the 
tram to more on without oalliiig 'for a!oy 
travellers' papers. 

Tbrougiiout the jonrney it was 'plain to ob>, 
serve that groat eS'orts wera being made to 
cultivatu tbo soil — but ploughs wera few and 
lar between. Labourers of tho m ilo sex were 
almoat invisible — nowhere any flocks or 
heiild. Largo patches of cabbages, boeta and 
turnips were rotting in tho ground or killed 
hy tho frost. Crops of wheat wero to bo met 
with but of a sickly hue. M«cb land will 
remain lorcibly in fallow tbIa year in France, 
and the diatribation ot seeds by Kaglaad will 
be in a great meaanre .like presenting tbe 
Freaob' farmer with ruffles when ha is In nsed 
of a ebirt. 

On leaving tho terminus you ore (veritably 
besio«od by a crowd of applicants to carry 
your bag — men in all kinds of un form^ from 
llic red iKUitalooon lo tl;u nondescript ward" 
rob-' ol a ' nioblot.' Your feeling is a wish 
to employ tliem all. Tbo baggird foataroa tell 
tbo talo ol their miaery. Only two earrioges 
wero visible, protected l)y a dozen ot inon, as 
if tho expected trAVollers for whom they wait- 
ed — some invalida — wero likely to bo deprived 
of their rights. Tho Poaloflfico van was there, 
for our train had brought twelve sacks of 
mail matter from lirussela^ Lille, Calais, <J'c., 
and wei« honored with accommodations in 
a waggon, between slaughtered pigs and rolls 
ol batter. You take in tho position of tbe 
capital at H glance— it feels cold and damp, 
tbu ftir is heavy, positively olose. but no im- 
pure smells. Kvory third lamp only is lighted, 
and oflhesooTie in six by gas. On Mond ij 
there will be gas enougb lor all wants, which 
iH sadly reipiircd — not only lor illuminatiii);, 
bat for ciiukiaK pnrposoj. If tho shops will 
blu/,u like tlio light of other days, not a littio 
of tbu prevailing melancholy will disap/'oar. 
Tbo stillness of tho capital ij opprosai'O- It 
would seem as if tbo pooplo spoke I'lth bated 
breath, or avoided talking. I broke ia on tbo 
Bouleyarda,^ttbe Ports St D^ais, and it struck 
Bse tbat more ihati balf er tbe cltiaous bud 
decamped. A 'bus passed by at rare intervals 
and tbe lew are only balf filled. The. Vehicle 
bad Ihe air ot a mourning ooaoh. I entered a 
wullknown rcftaurantj famous lor ministering 
lo tho Luculliim wants of tho inner man. The 
Wftitors »'ero ull now. Tho obliging francois 
reo.-'i'ed 8 ball in tho spino at Uourgct. .lean 
was « prisoner. Pierre waa huri'jd where ho 
fell at Oampigny. * Would Monsieur take 
potage?' .Monsieur had visions of the time 
W,ben every Pariaian hod only ono qnarter of 
an ounce of borae daily, and would not toko 
any ot tho six toupa ho was free to select. I 
bad ii sole^ roast muttua and an omlet, with a 
good bottle of Yin Ordinaire— declining all et 
i'Mcrtin, aatiel|fati'Qg lbe,^hdiir.; of fraokoaing, 
Tho quarter bbfir' of Rabelais soon 'arrived — 
my bill — I could hardly believe my own eyei— 
was only oil francs, I nearly decided to fall 
back on u I'ow ol the kickshaws. Next morn- 
ing 1 proceeded to my own rosfdenco. The 
couoiorgo opened his eyea on seeing me.

but like Dtany olberi, has exp'erianbsd a meit: 
ing of the too solid flesh by short rations. Tbe 
garden bad undergone a change,^. was JiUBlnded 
In a large earthwork, peireed for cannon. 
The. moat portable of my honsehold goods bad 
been transferred to a collar, the door of which 
had been built up, na it was on tbe cards that 
my house along with others waa intended to 
bo razed in case Moltke carried out some of 
bis anticipated strategy.

There is not a bic of 
soaQolding in Paris, and it is dioll to look 
on bouses io every stage of erection, without 
any sign oi tiow tbo materials were put io 
potiiion. Some smart coal merchania bad 
coctignments of ibe oombusiible fowarded 
to them, 00 tbe ODdsntaDdiDg snoh waa for 
tho necessitieaof tbe "city. Instead, tbey 
comraeDced selling it at an. .enoi^piouB price, 
when tho autborities eiepped io, 
eeizod il, and distributed it among the poor. 
Purls ia now glutted with provisions,eTery 
one epeoalated on aoadiog euppliea, and the 
consequeoee i9,| not only .thai shops bat lbs 
flag- ways are oboked op with iood of every 
description. Tbe citizens prorftise to 
snQer from a plethora, ai thsy 
did from a dearth : — PbeBBaots, sal 
men and green peas, with tbe primeat ol 
beef, mutton, poultry and juicy vegetables, 
Mouulaios of batter aod boxes of eggs at 
every street corner, young cbildreo spread a 
napkin on tbe foot«patbj arrange salads, 
pears, apples, oraoges, carrots, &o„ in little 
beapB,0Bcb for one or two aons. Tbe red eggs 
MO dear to Pariiians in Lent have appeared, 
Mnpauant, I wonder baa his Holiness givsQ 
a general indalgence to Paris, for no one 
abstains, etill lees fasts. 01 fiib, red berricgs 
seem to be tbo favorite. Hitberto tbsy 
were koown by tbe sobriquet of^!g«Ddarma' 
Since tbe iavasion, they are nieknamed 
■ Prossians.' There waa no mistake aboot 
tho cossumptiou ol duga, cats, and rats. Tbe 
two former class of oniinals no longer exist 
here, but every family anival brings a bae- 
kct of kittens, a fen bone, and cage birds, 
1 o.illed on several fbop-keepera with wbosa 
I have hud several commeroial rejatioOB. Thq 
poor people are truly gUilito a'ea^ oustomers 
coming baok. and from each I received 
little keepsake io the shape of a specimen 
ol tbe eiexe bread, u villauoua compound — 
when fresh, it could ba glut^d to Ibe wall, and 
when old woald knock over a oonple of 
Uhlaoa. These specimens wera sold in shops, 
with a ticket, uoder a tiny bell-glsss. Som 
persons told me ihey hope to place that io 
their kepii when the day coince to show il to 
lha BcrliuoiH. The poulierer's waa a place to 
set all doubts at reat— ha showed ma tbe 
skin* of dogs be had killed aod sold, and 
ditto of rats, bung np in a loft to dry. More, 
be roteriod me lo bia lalaa book, and (hers 
was haunches ordos add baif-dossos of lals 
sold to persons I knew. One faiiiiiy noder 
whose ciabogany I someiimei put my leai, 
baVfl gone in extensively for the: * delicacies. 
I am resolved to cat tbe woithy people — aay 
for a year, lo put them in quaranlioe 
It is odd to meat with men ia soltiier's uai- 
(orm crying 'old do,' domandio > rabbit 
skii.s, aud selling fried laties. It looks 
me tho only class of people who have escaped 
regiineotala are undertaker's meo. As for 
the new.i'papers cbey exhibit all the romance 
01 deaths, i: arriagcs, and births, are of 
colors- Ihe raalorial I mean — broad Bheela 
and narrow sheets, paper as thin us could be 
made, or as stout as paste board. Their 
polities oaay be similiarl; classed. It will 
be sometime before the Fronob'will have aoy 
doaliiign with the Germans. I am nware of 
oxit)iii<ivt3 Older-* sent tu Purisiaii houses for 
flowers in mourning siQll,oraQameDtal paper, 
aod fanoy goodH,all declined without thanks 
I'be Germans have to command Ibrougb an 
EnKlisb oonuniasion agent.
